The firet-named of 
two catestories contains all ucers of 
value and all useful workers; the latter consist 
ef those who produce no value and do no useful 
work. But here: a further distinction must be 
made. There ard many individuals who are, even 
in the technical «ense, both producers and con- 
sumere, and who consequently must be counted 
ín both categories. To illustrate my meaning, I 
will take, for exunple, two well-known public men. 
The Marquis of ‘Salisbury is at preseut England'e 
of Siate for Foreign — and for the 
eervices he rendsrs in that capacity be rece ves a 
ealary. But Lord Salisbury is also a large landed 


proprietor and a shareholder in public companies. 
n the first of these capacities, that of Foreign 


em now endeavouring to explain. y other ex- 
ple is Mr. Glaistone. Mr. Gladstone is no 
—— a Minister of England, but he is a frequent 
eentributor to the monthly magazines. These 
contributions, whatever we may think of their 
worth, have, at least. a commercial value, and as 
their author Mr. Gladstone takes his piace in the 
ea y of the producers. But Mr. Gladstone, 
like Lord Salisbury, is also a landowner, and, tor 
ht I know, a shareholder in public companies. 

o be quite exact in respect to Mr. Gladstone's 
eounection with the land, perhaps I ought to de- 
scribe him, not asa landowne-, but as a receiver 
of rent charges. It was eo that he described him - 


eelf some time ago, when repudiating for himself. Hehas 


and passing on to his eldest son, all responsibility 
for certain scandalous evictions that were then 
taking place on bis Hawarden estate. In his 
eapacity of receiver of rent charges Mr. Gladstone 
is, obviously, only a consumer, and, as 
euch, he takes his place in the category 
of consumers. The number of persons who, like 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone, are thus 
h producers and consumers in the technical 
sense, and whom, therefore, may be conveniently 
described as composites, is very great. Some 
of them are amongst our hardest worker: and our 
best and most prolitic producers. Many are 
active managers and directors of their own 
businesses, trom which they draw large incomes, 
part the legitimate reward of their own labours, 
and part toeir profits on the labours of their 
employes. They are a nm and powerful 
section of the community, for they stand with a 
foot 1n either camp and look vigilantly after their 
interests in both. They are tbe third wheel in 
the State coach and play a curious part, but a 
part, all the same, that must not be left out of 
view it we desire to properly understand the 
labour question. 

We find, then, that the community is divided, 
economically, into what we may call three classes, 
producers, consumers, and composites,” and it 
may now be convenient toascertain, if possible, the

Tnenext question 1s, How 
the income divided? and the answer to that is 
that the 30,000,000 producers receive, as their por- 
tion, about 4400, 00, 000; the 3,000,000 consumers 
about 41. 400, 000,000, and the 5,000,000 ''cumpo- 
Bites," in their character of producers only, about 
£200,000,000, How much the latter receive, in 
their capacity of consumers, out of the 
41. 400, 000, 000, is a question hitherto unanswered, 
and, in my opinion, unanswerable. But there can 
be no doubt that tbe amount is immense. The 
&implest and most convenient method of treat- 
ment would, no doubt, be to class the compo- 
eites with the consumers in all points relating 
toincome. This gives us a total membership of 
6,000,000, and a total annual income of 
£1,600,000,000, being an average of £200a sear, or 
&4a week, tu every one—man, woman, and child. 
Ot course, as a matter of tact, the income is not 60 
divided. Some have much more, many have much 
less; but that, all the same, is the solid average. 
And what is the average amongst the other 
workers? Divide £400,000,000 amongst 30,000,000, 
and you will tind that it yields an averaye of 
about £13 per annum (instead of £200), or 5s. 
per week (instead of £4), for each member of the 
workers’ iamilics. Here the Socialists see the 
foot of the wholeevil, the rock on which the ship 
of State bas struck, and they predict that if we 
are not prepared to look the matter equarely in 
the face the troubles we are now experiencing are 
but as mlehil.s compared to the mountain that 
Bball inevitably arise and ‘all upon us.

The Husband's Evidence--Quite 


Broken Down, 

—The first witness called was the husband, who 
had to be assisted into the room.

My wife would have been 39 on Tasti 
Up to about a year ago she had very fair bealth, 
Athougu since we lost a little child seven 
years she did not seem to be the sume, both as 
to health and mind. She was very much depre-sed 
it times, and did not seem to sleep well towards 
thelast. She would wakeand complain of a pain 
in her head. She bad been attended by Dr. 
Brewer, who saw her last on the previous Mou 
day, when she called on the doctor, who 
rescribed  mediciue and a sleeping draught.

My wifeand I lived 
on the most happy terms, and during the sixteen 
years of our married life we never had a wrong 
word. She was a most sober woman, and never 
o Oanytiing to do her harm. 1 never beard of 
any insanity in her family. All I can suxgest is 
that on a sudden impulse she desir ved the 
chi.dren and then took her own life. (The witness 
was then assisted out of the room; he ap 
paralysed through grief and unable to walk.
